The present sale of sewing machines is from 1,500 to 2,000 yearly, 
and this is increasing. The principal business 
Sewing Machines. is in the hands of an American firm who sell 
on the instalment system. There is a certain 
amount of competition on the part of German firms. 


Woollen goods are almost entirely Austro-Hungarian and British 
in the proportion of three to one. ‘lhe sale of 

Woollen Goods. British cloth has ihcreased 50 per cent. in the 
past 10 years. The preponderance of Austro- 

Hungarian goods is due to their cheapness and to the difficulty

experienced in obtaining the execution of orders by British firms, 
also to the fact that Austro-Hungarian firms deal direct with local 
merchants. 


The sale of British soaps is increasing slowly. The principal 

scented soaps sold are French, with small quan- 

Soaps. tities from Germany and Austria-Hungary. 

The commoner forms of soap have to compete 

with those made in Crete and Mitylene, for which there is a ready 
sale. 


Leather is imported chiefly from Austria-Hungary and _ Italy, 

polished leather coming from France. Only a 

Leather. small quantity of British leather is used, its cost 

being considered prohibitive. A fair quantity 

of local leather is produced, which is very moderate in quality. 

The price of this has risen 20 per cent. during 1906, that of British 
leather 4.0 per cent. 


There is a ready sale for oilcloth, and British products are 
Oilcloth replacing Austro-Hungarian. ‘he cheaper 
weeeness qualities principally are required. 


Cartridge cases are supplied entirely by Austro-Hungarian firms, 
and vary in price from 13s. 4d. to 1l. per 1,000 

Cartridge Cases. at the factory. There is a considerable demand 
for these, principally 16-bore. 


Although the importation of fire-arms is prohibited, they are 

freely sold. Revolvers, principally Belgian, 

Fire-arms. cost at factory from 7s. 6d. to 3l. each. A few 

American revolvers are also sold, and those of 

the Mannlicher and Browning systems. Sporting guns are 

Belgian, chiefly 16-bore, price at factory from 31. to 101. each. 
The principal demand is for the cheaper qualities. 


Drugs, &c., come chiefly from France and Italy, with the exception 

of glycerine from Austria-Hungary. British 

Drugs, &c. goods are represented by bi-carbonate of soda, 
seidlitz powders and effervescent salts. 


There is a fair and constantly increasing market for soft goods— 
chiefly in shirtings, T-cloths, drills and linens 

Soft Goods. (grey and bleached), but the sale of British 
oods is not increasing proportionately. In 

consequence of the terms of British shippers, Italian goods can be

TIBET. 


A correspondent of the ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal” states that from 
personal observation whilst travelling in the 
Trade Prospects. country and conversations with native traders, 
he believes that under certain conditions the 
trade of Tibet is capable of great development. It has, he says, 
been the custom to belittle the importance of the Tibetan market 
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and to set forth that the expenditure of money for the construction 
of roads would be out of proportion to the results ultimately to be 
expected. He, however, differs from such opinions, and asserts that 
trade relations with Tibet are well worthy of cultivation. It must 
be borne in mind, he remarks, that a newly established trade 
route between Jalpaiguri and Lhasa would not only open Tibet to 
Indian trade, but also certain parts of the Western Provinces of 
China with their millions of inhabitants. The demand for meltons, 
broadeloth, woollen knitted garments, blankets, &c., would 
rapidly rise with increased facility of communications; and the 
Indian woollen mills would find a ready market for their manu- 
factures in those elevated uplands where a semi-arctic climate 
for ten months in the year makes the wearing of stout woollen 
garments an absolute necessity. ‘he natives appreciate the fine 
texture and superior finish of the imported fabrics and while the 
poorer classes appear to use solely their own home-spuns, the better 
classes are very frequently clad in red meltons or in navy-blue 
broadcloth. 

Minor articles of import into Tibet appear to be woollen 
piece-goods, printed cotton fabrics, iron, copper and brass wares, 
tools, cheap jewellery, especially good imitations of turquoises, 
beads, watches with Sanscrit dials, collapsible boats, and eventually 
wheeled carts for use on the grassy plateaux. Among food stuffs, 
rice, barley, and wheat flour, also ghee, would command a ready 
sale. 

Among the possible articles of export to India from Tibet, 
wools of exquisite quality take the first place, and livestock, such 
as cattle, sheep, hardy ponies, and very fine mules, would form 
important items of commerce. 





JAPAN. 


The United States Consul at Kobé, in response to an enquiry, says 
there are no persons in Kobé conducting an 
exclusively diving-apparatus business, neither 
does there seem to be any manufacturer of 
diving apparatus in the district. He adds that if the Diet 
passes the requisite appropriation for the harbour improvements 
at Kobé or Osaka there will be a large sum of money spent thereon 
during the next six years, which will necessarily demand 
considerable diving apparatus.

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EXHIBITION OF BRITISH COTTON GROWN UNDER THE 
AUSPICES OF THE BRITISH COTTON GROWING 
ASSOCIATION. 


This exhibition, which was opened by the President of the 
Board of Trade on the 25th April, is now being held at the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. It has been organised by the British 
Cotton Growing Association, in conjunction with the Board of 
Trade, with the principal object of illustrating articles manufactured 
from cotton grown in the British West Indies. 

The exhibits comprise samples of cotton from all parts of the 

Empire—India, Ceylon, West Indies, West Africa, East Africa, 
and (ueensland—and specimens of articles manufactured from 
cotton. Among the latter may be mentioned the following :— 
A specimen of Brussels lace which has taken over three years to 
make, made entirely from yarn produced in England from Sea 
Island cotton such as is grown in the West Indies; gloves made 
from West Indian cotton ; handkerchiefs of all sorte and sizes, 
and lawns and piqués manufactured entirely from West Indian 
cotton, and all made in this country. The exhibition, which will 
remain open until 31st May, may be visited free of charge between 
the hours of 10 a.m. and 5 p.m. (Saturdays 10 and 1). 





COMMERCIAL BUSINESS AT HIS MAJESTY’S 
EMBASSIES AND LEGATIONS ABROAD. 


The present system, under which the Commercial Attachés 
resident abroad have their headquarters at different Missions, and 
are responsible for certain areas (often including several States), 
has given good results; but it has for some time been under 
examination with a view to its improvement. 

It has now been arranged that one member of the staff of each 
Mission shall, during his appointment at the Mission, take charge 
of the Commercial work. Steps will also be taken to facilitate the 
discharge of the commercial duties of the Consuls by reinforcing 
their staff wherever required. The-Commercial Attachés them- 
selves are in future to have their headquarters in London, and 
divide their time between special investigations abroad in the 
interests of British exporters, work in the Foreign Office or the 
Board of Trade, and visits to the manufacturing districts in the 
United Kingdom. 

The position of the Commercial Attachés in remote countries 
such as China, Turkey etc., where special qualifications are 
necessary, and in Paris, where the presence of the Commercial 
Attaché is indispensable, will remain unchanged. 

The principal changes which are involved by the introduction 
of this new system are as follows :— 

The posts of Commercial Agent in Switzerland, the United 
States of America, Russia and Central America will be abolished. 
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2. The present Commercial Agent in Russia will be made a 
Commercial Attaché. 

3. The latter and the three Commercial Attachés now at Vienna, 
Berlin and Madrid will have their headquarters in London. 

4. The current commercial business of the Diplomatic Missions 
will be carried on under the superintendence of a specially selected 
member of the Diplomatic staff, who will be designated ‘‘ Secretary 
in charge of Commercial matters.” 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Spain.—In his report for 1906 on the trade of Cadiz, H.M. 
Consul (Mr. A. Keyser) remarks, in regard to possible openings for 
British trade, that these can best be seen by personal observance 
on the part of travellers. 

Mr. Keyser goes on to say :—“ Certain branches of trade are in 
the hands of British manufacturers, owing to the excellence of 
their goods and capable organisation of their representatives. Yet 
novelties seldom come from the United Kingdom, and it is rare for 
attempts to be made to catch the public eye, or cater especially for 
a foreign trade. 

“ Foreign commercial houses spend money in local advertising. 
Americans, especially, not only do this, but send their pamphlets 
and catalogues to clubs, commercial societies, and shops. 
Americans also, after closely studying the social circumstances of 
local life, will push their goods by means of those most able to 
place them before the public, such as barbers owning shops, where 
it 1s the custom for various people to congregate and converse.’ 

Mr. Keyser closes his remarks on the subject with the following 
general suggestions :—“ More travellers, more attention to detail, 
smaller expenses, smaller profits, price lists in foreign languages 
and foreign coinage, lighter packing, quick deliveries, and chief of 
all, personal local experience.” 


- Bolivia.—In his report for 1906 the British Vice-Consul at 
Oruro (Mr. J. Ramsay Smith) remarks that a much larger demand 
for all kinds of British goods would exist in Bolivia were there any 
merchants there to show the goods and push their sale. Neither 
law nor practice places any particular difficulty in the way of 
trade. Kvery merchant pays a tax, calculated in proportion to 
the amount of business he is supposed to do, and every commercial 
traveller pays an impost, which in the province of Oruro amounts 
to about 16/. (200 bols.) for each visit. 

The difficulties in the way of, importing goods are still very 
great. The port of Antofagasta:continues quite unable to cope 
with the traffic. Whole consignments of goods are sometimes 
carried up and down the coast several times before the vessel is 
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able to discharge, and the goods, when landed, have often suffered 
and quite frequently disappesred in part. 

As regards the opening of the country as a market for imple- 
ments, machinery, instruments, and plant, Mr. Moore remarks 
emphatically that it depends on the manufacturers pushing their 
trade. The people are very conservative, and through not being 
brought in contact with modern improvements and methods 
require to have facts brought home to their minds by practical 
illustration. Mr, Moore recommends this principle for the intro- 
duction of motor traction by British manufacturers. It is useless, 
he says, asking him for the names of dealers or importers of 
motor cars, as there are none. No motor cars have yet been 
seen in the district. ‘The roads are not suitable, nor is the 
question of fuel easy to solve, nor are there skilled mechanics 
in the country to attend to repairs. But the fact-is that outside 
motor traction there is no possible solution of the problem of 
transport, so that the enormous wealth of resources of Bolivia is 
as yet scarcely touched. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,758.) 





GROWTILT OF ROUMANIAN INDUSTRY. 


H.M. Consul at Bucharest (Mr. O. Wardrop) gives, in his report 
on the trade of Roumania for the year 1906, some particulars 
respecting the growth of Roumanian industry. 

The Industrial Law of 1887, he says, was intended to lessen the 
dependence of the country on agriculture as the sole source of 
national wealth, and from time to time privileges under that law 
are granted. 

The progress of industry during the last 40 years has been 
described in a book recently compiled at the Ministry of Agriculture, 
‘“‘Commerce and Industry.” The information given refers only to 
establishments with a minimum capital of 2,000/., employing at least 
25 hands and using modern machinery; a complete list of these 
factories may be seen at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

They are arranged in three groups :— 

I.—Those “encouraged” by the State, numbering 293, and 
classed as follows :—(a) Factories connected with buildings and 
construction, e.g., 00 saw mills, 39 metallurgical, 8 glass, 9 parquet, 
7 bricks, 7 cemént works, &c.; they employ 10,990 hands, have 
machinery of 8,310 horse-power, a working capital of about 
1,333,3331., and an output valued at 1,200,000/. (6) Textile and 
clothing factories, including 14 for tissues and cord, 18 cloth and 
hosiery, 16 tanneries, and 1 button factory ; they employ 5,449 
hands, have machinery of 2,507 horse-power, a working capital of 
375,000/.,, and an output valued at 750,000/. (c) Factories 
engaged in the preparation of food products, e.g., 8.rice, macaroni, 
&c., 7 chocolate, &., 6 sugar and glucose, 3 wood alcohol, 
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7 preserves,-and 4 beverages; they employ 2,172 hands, have 
machinery of 4,611 horse-power, a working capital of 544,0001., 
and an output valued at 770,000/. (d) Cellulose and paper, &c., 
factories, e.g., 14 card and lithographic and printing, 7 cellulose and 
paper; they employ 2,587 hands, have machinery of 4,783 horse- 
power, a working capital of 200,000/., and an output valued at 
310,000/. (e) Chemical factories, including 23 petroleum refineries 
(some of them the largest in Europe), 2 wax candle works, 
13 stearine candle and soap works, 6 vegetable oil mills, 4 sulphuric 
acid and chemical manure works, 3 varnish and colour works; 
they employ 2,264 hands, have machinery of 2,025 horse-power, a 
working capital of 800,000/., and an output valued at over 
1,000,0001. (ff) Two electric works at Sinaia and Campina 
which supply energy to the oil works; they employ 60 hands, 
have machinery of 4,800 horse-power, a working capital of 
200,000/., and an output valued at 240,000. 

IJ.—The second group comprises industries, which, on account of 
the abundance of raw material on the spot, do not need State aid :— 
(a) 86 large flour mills, which have begun to export to Turkey and 
Egypt, with 2,218 hands, machinery of 11,027 horse-power, a 
working capital, of 800,000/., and an output valued at 3,000,000/. 
(b) 28 distilleries, with 1,355 hands, machinery of 1,421 horse- 
power, a working capital of 330,000/., and an output valued at 
200,000/. (c) 12 breweries (beer drinking has increased on account 
of the destruction of the vines by phylloxera) with 858 hands, 
machinery of 1,426 horse-power, a working capital of 200,000/., 
and an output valued at 200,000. 

IiJ.—The third group is formed of those industries which have 
been founded by the State, e.g., tobacco, matches, paper for cigarettes, 
playing cards, gunpowder, stamps, army stores, gas and electric 
lighting, water supply, railway workshops, &c., with 9,742 hands, 
machinery of 9,230 horse-power, capital invested amounting to 
2,000,000/., and production valued at nearly 3,500,000/. 

The total amount invested in Roumanian industry on a large 
scale is 14,000,0001., of which about 8,500,000l. forms the fixed 
capital and 5,750,000/. the working capital. Group I gives an 
average total capital of 33,000/. for each establishment; of this 
group, 152 factories are worked by individuals and 141 by com- 
panies, and of the latter 183 are Koumanian companies and 8 are 
branches of foreign companies. 

The fuel chiefly used is wood (206,633 tons), but it is rapidly 
being replaced by petroleum (146,936 tons); the quantity of coal 
used is insignificant (30,000 tons). The proportion of Roumanian 
to foreign fuel is as 44 to 1. ‘The total value of all foreign fuel 
imported fell from 512, ,7201. in 1898 to 181,8001. in 1904, though 
the needs of the country had almost doubled in the interval. The 
railways and steamships now use nothing but petroleum fuel and 
the factories are rapidly changing their boilers for this purpose.

GREECE. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, a 
summary of a proposed Law to empower the 
Greek Government to import free of any State 
or other tax, and also to sell, hydrochlorate, 
sulphate and bisulphate of quinine, and other 
salts or preparations of quinine. 

The quinine purchased by the Government must fulfil conditions 
laid down by the Board of Health, and the retail price thereof is to 
be fixed by Royal Decree. In the case of sulphate and bisulphate 
of quinine the retail price is not to exceed 10 lepta per gramme. 

The importation and sale of quinine in private trade will be 
permitted on condition that the article is imported through a 
Customs house of the first class, and after examination at the 
chemical laboratory of the Minister of Finance, in order to secure 
the importation of quinine fulfilling the conditions of the official 
pharmacopeeia of the State in which it was manufactured, in 
accordance with regulations to be laid down by Royal Decree.

ferring their residence (or, in the case of Roumanians, that they 
have lived abroad at least two years), together with a further 
certificate from the local police authorities of the place where they 
have chosen their new abode, setting forth that they have made 
a declaration of choice of domicile, or that they have in fact settled 
in the locality since such and such a date. 





TURKEY.

In substance, the opinion of the Attorney General is as 
follows :— 


1. Whisky is to be regarded as a natural spirit, i.e., as the 
resultant of the process of distillation alone, requiring no addition 
to furnish its characteristic qualities. 


2. A mixture of two or more different whiskies as above defined, 
whether their differences arise from the character of the substances 
from which they are distilled, or from the method of distillation 
used in each case, or from their several ages, would be appropriately 
termed a “ blend of whiskies,” or ‘“‘ blended whisky” or “ blended 
whiskies.” 


3. The mixture of a spirit, properly designated as ‘“ whisky,” 
with another spirit which, standing alone, would not be properly 
designated as ‘‘ whisky,” such as ethyl alcohol, must, in the 
Attorney General’s opinion, be labelled or branded as a “ com- 
pound” or as “compounded,” and not as a “blend” or as 
‘‘ blended.” Such a mixture, however, may only properly be 
called “compound whisky” or “compounded whisky,” provided 
that there is enough whisky in it to make it a real compound and 
not the mere semblance of one,* and that a statement of the 
presence of another spirit is included in substance in the title. 


4. If ethyl alcohol, either pure or mixed with distilled water, 
were given, by the addition of harmless colouring and flavouring 
substances, the appearance and flavour of whisky, it 1s not possible 
to. find any other name for the product, in conformity with the 
Law, than “imitation whisky.”

The following is the substance of some decisions affecting the 
application of the United States Customs 
Tariff, which have recently been issued by the 
Treasury Department at Washington :— 


DECISIONS OF GENERAL APPLICATION. 


Average Prices.—Section 2,910 of the Revised Statutes provides 
that ‘ when merchandise of the same material or description, 
but of different values, is invoiced at an average price, and not 
otherwise provided for, the duty shall be assessed upon the whole 
invoice at the rate to which the highest valued goods in such 
invoice are subject.” It has now been decided that this is a rule 
for the assessment of the rates of duty and not for the appraisement 
of values, and that it has no application except to cases where the 
goods that have been invoiced at an average price are not merely 
of different values, but are also subject to different rates of duty. 

Component Material of Chief Value—In construing the provi- 
sion in Section 7 of the Tariff, which lays down that, in 
determining the component material of chief value in imported 
merchandise, the basis shall be the ascertained value of such 
material in its condition as found in the article, it is held (1) that 
this refers to the material as originally put into the article, and not 
to the state to which it may he brought by the labour afterwards 
bestowed upon it, and (2) that articles (such as catheters, &c.) 
composed of a cotton core covered with varnish, the value of the 
cotton being greater than that of the varnish, should be considered 
as composed in chief value of cotton, regardless of the amount of 
labour applied to any of the various materials during the process 
of manufacture. 

[This reverses a decision reported at p. 573 of the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” for the 24th May, 1906. ] 

Market Value.—For the purpose of fixing the foreign market 
value of imported merchandise, the date of clearance of the 
importing vessel is the “ time of exportation” within the meaning 
of Section 19 of the Customs Administrative Act.

eae y.—The provision for “statuary” in Section 3 of the 
Tariff, and in the reciprocal Commercial Agreements negotiated 
under the Section, is subject to paragr aph 454 of the Tariff, pre- 
scribing that “ the term ‘statuary ’ shall be understood to include 
only such statuary as is cut, carved, or otherwise wrought by hand 
from a solid block or mass of marble, stone or alabaster, or from 
metal.” Bronze statuary, not being within this definition, is not 
subject to the reciprocal Commercial Agreement with Italy, but is 
dutiable under paragraph 195 of the Tariff at the rate of 45 per 
cent. ad valorem. 

Needlecases—Articles composed chiefly of Needles—As regards 
needlecases composed of steel needles and paper, the needles being 
the more valuable, it is held that needles rather than steel should 
be considered the material deter mining their classification ; and 
that therefore they are not dutiable as articles composed in part of 
steel under paragraph 193 of the Tariff, but, there being no 
provision for goods composed chiefly of needles, are dutiable as 
unenumerated manufactured articles under Section 6, at the rate 
of 20 per cent. ad valorem.

Figured cotton cloth—Paragraph 313 of the Tariff imposing an 
additional duty on “cotton cloth in which other than the ordinary 
warp and filling threads have been introduced in the process of 
weaving to form a figure,” is held to apply to goods showing on the 
face of the fabric dots produced by warp threads which on the 
reverse side hang loose and which may be removed without leaving 
a visible vacancy or weakening the cloth. 

Flint tiles of two colowrs.—Certain extremely hard tiles made 
from clays of two different colours are not “ tiles, plain unglazed, 
one colour,” under paragraph 88 of the Tariff, but are dutiable 
under the ‘provision in the same paragraph for “ flint and semi- 
vitrified tiles.” 

Leather gloves having upon them embroidery in three rows, but 
showing on the back of the gloves that each row presented the 
appearance of three-plait crochet work, the effect being produced 
by the needle with only one cord or strand of thread, are held not 
to be subject to the additional duty provided in paragraph 445 of 
the Tariff for ‘all gloves stitched or embroidered with more than 
three single strands or cords.” 

Sheet steel in strips—In construing the provisions for “ sheet 
steel in strips” in paragraph 124 of the Tariff Act of 1894, and

SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT. 


BRITISH INDIA. 


According to a memorandum published in an extraordinary number 
Railway Working of the “ Gazette of India” for the 20th March, 

: inendial the surplus revenue of the Indian Railways for 
ee " the year 1906-07, after paying all charges, 
including interest, is estimated at 2,157,800/., the actual surplus for 
1905-6 being 2,001,900. 


The capital expenditure during the year amounted to 9,741,1001., 
or nearly 750,000/. in excess of the expenditure for 1905-6. For 
the year 1907-8, the estimate provides for the expenditure of 
9,000,0002., a decrease of 1,000,000/. on the provision for the 
previous year. 


Under the head of lines already open, including the provision 
for additional rolling-stock, the amount expended in 1906-7 was 
6,129,3007. Under the same heads, provision is made for an 
expenditure of 6,755,000/. for 1907-8, an increase of about 10 


per cent. 
The mileage of lines of all gauges open to traffic on 1st April, 


1906, was 28,611 and under construction 2,534; on lst April, 1907, 
there were 29,571 open and 2,535 under construction. At the end 
of the year 1907-8 there will be 1,703 miles under construction. 





FRANCE. 


The “ Journal Officiel ” of 20th April publishes the text of the new 
French mercantile marine law which is to come 
into force six months after the regulations 
under the law have been promulgated. These 
have not yet been published.

GREECE—UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


H.M. Minister at Athens reports that a Royal Decree has been 
ew ‘Greek published sanctioning the statutes of a new 
SS Line Joint Stock Company under the name of the 
Transatlantic Greek Steam Navigation Com- 
pany, which is to carry on a passenger, goods, and mail service with 
America. 


The central office of the Company will be established at Andros. 
The capital of the Company is 5,000,000 drachmas (180,000/.) with 
a possible extension to 10, 000, 000 drachmas. 
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SERVIA. 


A despatch has been received from H.M. Legation at Belgrade, 
enclosing a memorandum on railway extension 
in Servia, from which the following details are 
extracted :— 


By the Law of 6th December, 1898, modified and amended by 
the Laws of 5th October, 1899, and 2nd April, 1902, the construc- 
tion of twelve lines is provided for, to be either normal gauge or 
narrow gauge. Of these projected lines the following are actually 
under construction :— 


Railway 
Extension. 


Paratchin-Zayetchar.—This is a narrow gauge line which will 
have a total length of 103 kiloms. (64 miles). It has been com- 
menced at both ends. Work was begun on the first section of 
33 kiloms. (20 miles) from Zayetchar towards Paratchin in June, 
1905, and this section is to be completed by Ist June next. Its 
construction has been undertaken by a native firm. The fourth 
section, 18 kiloms. (11 miles), from Paratchin towards Zayetchar, 
was begun in March, 1906, by a Belgian firm, and it is to be com- 
pleted by the 1st September next. The construction of the second 
and third sections, together 50 kiloms. (31 miles), has not yet been 
contracted for, as the exact line to be followed has not yet been 
finally decided upon. In any case these sections will be difficult, 


and will involve many important works. 


Obrenovatz-Valyevo.—This is also a narrow gauge line, and will 
have a total length of 69 kiloms. (43 miles), including the short 
branch from Obrenovatz to the banks of the Save at Zabrezhye. 
This line is to be completed by September next. 


Shabatz-Obilitchevo-Krushevo.— This line is of narrow gauge, and 
is in the hands of native contractors. It will be 15 kiloms. 
(9 miles) in length, and is to be completed by July next. 


The various sections of the above-mentioned railways actually 
under construction amount therefore to 135 kiloms. (84 miles). 


Of the remaining lines projected, those from Stalatz to Uzhitche, 
and from Uzhitche to the Bosnian frontier have been surveyed. 
That from Uladenovatz-Arangelovatz-Lazarevatz-Laikovatz has 
been open to traffic between the first two places for some years, 
and the continuation thence to Laikovatz has been surveyed. The 
so-called Timok Valley Railway, to be of normal gauge, has been 
repeatedly surveyed.” It is now proposed, however, that the bridge 
over the Danube at which the Servian section is to terminate, 
should be at Prahovo, near Raduyevatz, instead of at Kladovo. 
Tenders have already been invited for bridges and for the small

section between Zayetchar and Vrazogrnatz, which will form a 
temporary link between the Paratchin-Zayetcha line and the 
private railway from the Belgian mines to the Danube. On this 
section the bridges and tunnels: are to be constructed for normal 
gauge, in order to eventually serve as part of the Timok Valley 
Railway, while the permanent way will be laid for the present 
with a narrow gauge, in order to act as a continuation of the 
Paratchin-Zayetchar line. 





MEXICO. 


H.M. Legation in Mexico have forwarded an extract from the 
President's message to Congress on the Ist 
April, in which it is stated that, in consequence 
of a request from Lloyd’s, the Mexican Govern- 
ment have directed their telegraph offices along 
the coasts of the Republic to transmit immediate notices of 
accidents to shipping, so as to enable the necessary measures to be 
taken at once.

MANCHURIA. 


In a report on Antung and Tatungkou, Mr. O. R. Coles, Assistant at 
kd H.M. Consulate-General at Mukden, reports that 
Antang-Mukden ,,,, preparations have as yet been made for the 
Railway. reconstruction of the Antung-Mukden line on 
the standard gauge. It is expected that the South Manchurian 
Railway Company will take over the railway during the spring and 
will commence relaying it. By the terms of the China-Japan Con- 
vention of 1905 this has to be completed within the next two years. 


The traffic on the line is quite inconsiderable, for the narrow 
gauge, paucity of rolling-stock, and heavy gradients render the 
carriage of large quantities of freight out of the question. Two 
trains run daily between Mukden and Antung, a passenger car 
being attached to the early train. The freight per ton-mile is five 
cents, as on the Dalny line. 

The length of the line is 187 miles, and there are’87 bridges. 
The heaviest gradient is 1 in 25, but 1 in 80 is frequent over the 
passes.. The length is to -be reduced to 150 miles by eres 
and straightening the line. 
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MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY. 


BRITISH INDIA. 


According to information received at the Board of Trade, through 
' the India Office, the total quantity of salt pro- 
Salt Production auced in India in 1905 was 32 millions of 
in 1905. maunds (1,193,410 tons). This quantity was 
supplemented by about 13 millions of maunds (467,897 tons) of 
imported salt, the total quantity produced and imported amounting 
to 45 millions of maunds (1,661,307 tons). From two-thirds to 
three-fourths of the quantity annually consumed is produced in 
India. Importation is practically limited to salt landed in Bengal 
and Burma from England, Germany, other countries in Europe, 
Aden, Muscat, Jeddah, and some Egyptian ports in the Red Sea. 
Only a quite insignificant quantity is imported elsewhere than in 
Bengal and Burma, but there is also a trifling trans-Himalayan 
import.

NEW ZEALAND. 


According to the ‘‘ Canterbury Times” an important discovery of 
intitle al clay has been made on a farm about three miles 
Potters’ Clay from New Plymouth. A specimen analysed by 
‘Professor M’Laurin, the Government Analyst, 

contains 39°4 per cent. of silica, and 33 per cent. of alumina, and 
Professor M’Laurin reports that “the clay is of excellent quality. 
With the exception of the iron, which is slightly high (1°5 per 
cent.) its composition is equal to that of the best kaolin. [If 
found in quantity, it should prove of great value for pottery 
purposes.” A large seam has been exposed, and similar clay has 
been found a considerable distance away. It is overlaid by first- 


class brick clay. 





RUSSIA. 
H.M. Consul at Moscow (Mr. H. M. Grove), in his report for 1906, 


iin states that the main industry of the Moscow 
of Machinery district,which includes the provinces of Moscow, 
‘ Vladimir, Kostroma, Yaroslavl, Tver, Smolensk, 
and Riazan, is spinning and weaving cotton, wool, and flax, but 
principally cotton. The main import from the United Kingdom is 
mill machinery. As concerns spinning machinery he believes that 
90 per cent., if not 95 per cent., of all bought in that district 
comes from British firms. As regards other mill machinery and 
machinery in general, the position is very indifferent. The greatest 
competitor of Great Britain is Germany, but many other countries 
now send large contributions, and a very fair amount of mill and 
other machinery is now being made in the country itself. 
The following statement shows the value of the imports of 
agricultural and other machinery into Russia in 1904 and 1905, 
though the figures for the latter year are not final :—

Mr. Grove remarks that improvement in the import trade in 
agricultural machinery has been considerably retarded by the want 
of rolling stock on the railways, 

It should be remembered, he says, that the conditions in Siberia 
are, in many respects, similar to those that prevail in Canada ; 
also that the pony of the land is a light animal, and cannot draw 
a heavy horse plough. 

The latest available returns of the total import are :—1904, 
scythes and sickles, 938,000 r._ Nearly all of the former come 
from Austria-Hungary, while the United Kingdom sends about 
one-third of the total import of the latter, and Germany three- 
quarters. The United Kingdom and Austria-Hungary supply the 
shears, clippers, &c. 

In regard to the imports of machinery other than agricultural, 
Mr. Grove remarks that the incomplete figures for 1905 would 
indicate that the import from the United Kingdom fell away 
proportionately considerably more than that from Germany. He 
thinks that the small amount of business done in spinning 
machinery in that year may probably account for a large proportion 
of this decrease. 

Mr. Grove calls attention to the desirability of quoting in roubles 
or marks, and of using metric weights and measures in preference 
to those in use in the United Kingdom, which are not understood 
in Russia.

JAPAN. 


The Canadian Commercial Agent at Yokohama reports that at the 
annual general meeting of the Kobe Board of 
Cotton Mills. Trade, the president remarked that the cotton 
! mills of Japan during 1906 had a most success- 
ful year, their production being sold out for some months ahead 
almost all the year round. Large dividends were earned by the 
‘better class of spinning mills, and a considerable increase of 
‘spindles would be made this year. Prices of yarns dropped some- 
‘what in the summer months, but advanced towards the end of the 
year. The quantity exported was some 1,000 piculs (1 picul = 
133 lbs.) less than for 1905, though the value shows an increase of 
1,500,000 yen. The market generally was in a very healthy 
condition, and with good demand from China on account of the 
increase in the price of silver, mills generally are in a most flourish- 
ing condition, and one or two have made arrangements for an 
increase of capital. 


From another source, the Commercial Agent states that the 
cotton-spinning industry, which made considerable progress after 
the Japan-China war, does not indicate so great a relative expan- 
sion under the influence of the present speculative mania as some 
other industries. He goes on to say that the demand for cotton 
yarn and cotton cloth for home consumption is increasing year 
after year, and the export, mainly to the Asiatic mainland, is also 
increasing. In all respects, there is an assurance felt that new 
companies have a promising future.

VENEZUELA. 


In a report on Venezuela for the year 1906, H.M. Minister at 
Caracas states that the general trade of the 
Trade in 1906. country is at present small, the imports amount- 
ing only to 1,798,112/. and exports to 3,239,284J. 
last year. ‘Taking the returns of the past four years, imports may 
be said on the whole to be decreasing, while exports are almost 
stationary. 

Of the foreign goods imported into Venezuela, about equal values 
were last year received from the United States and from Great 
Britain and her Colonies, who sent about 27 per cent. and 26 per 
cent. respectively, Great Britain thus gaining considerable ground 
as compared with 1905, when the proportions were 28:2 per cent. 
and 23:3 per cent. ‘The third country in importance to supply 
Venezuela with goods is Germany, whose trade seems somewhat on 
the decline, having sunk from a position about equal to that of 
Great Britain to some 17 per cent. in 1906. 

The principal articles of importation are—from the United 
States, cereals and kerosene oil; from Great Britain and her 
Colonies, coal, textiles, and hardware; from Germany, rice and 
cement. 

The chief article of export from Venezuela is coffee, which at 
present amounts to about 40,000 tons per annum, or 45 per cent. 
of the total value of the export trade; followed in value by 
cocoa, cattle and hides, balata and gold.

MANCHORIA. 


In.a report on Antung and Tatungkou, Mr. O. R. Coales, Assistant 
at H.M. Consulate-General at Mukden, states 


‘erm ut that although Antung and Tatungkou were 
Ant 4 opened to foreign trade on the Ist May, 1906, 
one eg no maritime Custom-houses have been opened 


at either port. As regards Antung, the Chinese 
authorities expect that the new Custom-house will be opened 
during the spring of this year. The administration of the Frontier 
Customs and the Native Customs will then be amalgamated with 
the Foreign Customs. In view of the intimate connexion of 
Tatungkou with Antung, it is proposed to open a branch of the 
Antung Customs there, and not a separate establishment. 


With regard to the trade of the ports, Mr. Coales says that this 
has suffered from the same dulness which has been felt at New- 
chwang. Chinese traders complain that the export trade has been 
bad on account of poor crops in 1905, and that little profit has 
been made on imports. It is hoped that 1907 will prove more 
prosperous on account of the excellent harvests in 1906. 

The importation of foreign goods direct from Chemulpho and 
Japan is a new factor in the trade of Antung and Tatungkon, 
which in former years was confined to steamer and junk traffic 
with Chefoo and Shanghai. Flour, kerosene, piece-goods, and 
miscellaneous goods of Japanese origin are now sent direct, while 
silk, beans, &c., go to Japan. This direct trade will.no doubt tend 
to. increase, while the Corean Railway will also enter upon the 
field when it has been relaid. 

No foreigners except Japanese have started business in Antung 
or Tatungkou. Certain firms sent Europeans to investigate trade 
prospects in 1906, and established Chinese agencies. In the 
Japanese Settlement a large number of stores selling foreign and 
Japanese wares have been opened. 

The region served by the ports of Antung and Tatungkou com- 
prises the seven districts of Huaijén, T’unghua, Chian, eatin 
Fénghuang, Linchiang, and Antung, lying in the south-eastern 
corner of Fengtien. 

The ‘principal imports, according to the Native Customs Returns, 
are foreign cotton piece-goods, 595,000 taels; native cotton piece 
goods, 696,000 taels; cotton yarn, 240,000 taels; flour, 350,000 
taels; sugar, 321 000 taels; rice, wheat, kerosene, silk piece- 
goods, &c. The total annual imports are estimated at 3,706,000 
taels. 

The ‘total annual value of the principal exports, exclusive of 
timber, is given as 2,100,000 taels. The exports of timber are 
estimated at 10,000,000 taels. In view of the untrustworthy nature 
of Native Customs Returns, these figures are only designed to show 


the relative importance of imports and exports. The figures are —

This is a report by the British Vice-Consul at Copenhagen 
(Mr. C. H. Funch, M.V.O.) on the revised system of taxation 
introduced into Denmark in 1903, together with a brief account 
of the taxation prior to that year. This revised system is em- 
bodied in four separate laws, which have for their main object 
the relief of the agricultural class from what was thought to be 
excessive taxation, as compared with taxation borne by other 
classes of the community. ‘The accomplishment of this object is 
seen from the fact that although the total returns from the State 
taxes for 1904 increased by 26 per cent., the burden of the rural 
districts was lessened by 8 per cent.

British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. 

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender. 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, Cape of Good Hope, and 
Queensland, also the Governments of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony, have established, in proximity to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for 
dealing with trade matters (see next page). 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public.

SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public with all available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
| daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Queensland.— For the convenience of the commercial community 




















in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 

opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
| where a representative attends daily to give information to 
| enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 


nection with Queensland. 
A collection of articles representative of the pastoral, agricultural, 
and mining industries of Queensland is on view, and information 
regarding these industries can be obtained at the Office, as above. 
7 Transvaal and Orange River Colony—A Trade Enquiry Office 
| has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
| ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c., &c. 

South Australia —The Government of South Australia has 
established a Produce Department at the offices of the Agent 
General,, Threadneedle House, 28, Bishopsgate Street Within, 
London, E.C. Mr. A. EH. M. Norton, the Commercial Agent, is in 
charge of this department, and he will supply, free of cost, full 
information regarding the exports from South Australia of all sorts 
of Produce. 

) The South Australian Government intends very shortly to send 
to London specimens of every description of South Australian 
Produce, and these will be displayed in one of the offices of the 
Commercial Agent’s Department.

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have offices at 98, Victoria Street, London, S.W., for the purpose 
of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the superintendence 
of the Trades Commissioner, who, together with the Commercial 
Agent, deals with, and supplies free, information on trade subjects 
connected with the Colony, such as commercial products, industries, 
trade, tariff regulations, commercial statistics, railway rates, 
prospects for emigration, &c., &c. 





IMPERIAL INSTITUTE, 


The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
Ist January, 1903. ‘The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10 am. to 5 p.m., in Summer, and from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m.in Winter. Information and publications concerning India 
and the Colonies, their products, industries, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., may be obtained on verbal application at the Central 
stand in the galleries, or applications may be addressed in writing 
to the Director of the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, S.W. 
From time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products. from 
India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4, Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. ‘The ‘* Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The ‘ Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, or from 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, East Harding Street, Fleet 
Street, E.C., price one shilling per number.
